WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—(/)— 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day that 81 foreign agents in the 
Panama Canal Zone had been de- 
tained for deportation. 

Stimson was asked at his press 
conference to comment on a news- 
paper report that 265 Nazis were 
working on Panama canal #roj- 
ects. 

In response he read a statement 
which said in part: 

“There are no aliens employed 
by the army or by the Canal Zone 
other than Panamanians. All 
aliens other than  Panamanians 
'formerly employed by either the 
army or the Canal Zone have been 
discharged. 

“There are no persons working 
on fire control equipment in the 
Canal Zone otker than American 
soldiers or American engineers. 
American citizens and 
have been carefully investigated 
by military authorities.” 

In Panama, Leopoldo Arose- 
mena, minister of the interior and 
acting foreign minister, said the 
81 “foreign agents’ were mostly 
European “refugees.” 

United States army intelligence 
officers said the only group of for- 
eigners approaching that figure 
were those detained at the immi- 
gration quarantine station in Bal- 
boa—mostly refugees and some of 
whom have been there a year or 


more awaiting permission to enter 


some American country.

Men’s Pockets 
Carry Things 
Of Small Value, 


Male Belongings Consist 
Mostly of Cigarets and 
Keys—Little Money. 


(Carolyn McKenzie, The Constitn- 
tion's girl picture reporter, took her 
camera and pencil and pad onto At- 
lanta's streets’ yesterday to “pick 
men’s pockets,” in a sense. She 
wanted to know what they carry. 
In the following article and pic- 
tures on the picture page Carolyn 
tells what goes into a man’s 13 pock- 
ets—nine of which are usually left 
off during the summer.) 


By CAROLYN McKENZIE. 

Men carry cigarets, keys, money 
in their pockets, and they take 
along wallets with their wives’ or 
sweethearts’ pictures tucked. neat- 
ly in one side. Most of them sheil 
out their belongings with little or 
no care—in- fact, they’re surprised 
to take inventory of their per- 
sonal property. 

We spent a day walking up and 
down Peachtree street, winding in 
and out stores, and darting to ad- 
joining alleys and side streets. We 
were virtually “picking men’s 
pockets,” but only to see what 
they carry around. 

Atlanta men, by and large, have 
only a small amount of money 
with them, possibly’ 79 cents to 
about $2.05. They think it is safer 
to write checks, charge the things 
they buy, and draw money at the 
office in case they need some. The 
younger college crowd carries 
their entire possession, usually. 
This is probably because so few 
of them have checking accounts~ 
or because it adds a little prestige, 
or so they think. 

We were surprised not to find 
any little red address books, or 
grocery lists, or notations to bring 
home spools of thread, or to be 
sure and call some friends about 
a bridge game for that night. The 
men either “held out” on us, or 
they have excellent memories, 
Only few of them had any memo- 
randa; but of course we didn’t in- 
vade the wallets. If we had, this 
might be a more interesting story,

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Congress Trembles 

One of -the saddest spectacles of recent 
months is the attitude of congress toward the 

pending compulsory military: training bill. 

According to Alsop and Kintner, in their 
“Capitol Parade” column on this page, the 
probability now is that the bill will be de- 
feated, perhaps in the senate, more likely in 
the house. The columnists offer various rea- 
sons for this pending failure—if it comes 
about—but in one paragraph describe a sit- 
uation, chiefly to blame, and an example of 
a modern condition which is one of the great 
weaknesses of government by a parliamentary 
body. . 

It is said that, when the training bill was 
first introduced, pacifist and “appeaser” or- 
ganizations—including, undoubtedy, many out- 
right ‘ Fifth Columnists”—started an organized 
stream of letters and telegrams to members of 
the congress. This being an election year, 
many of the congressmen misjpok these system- 
tized letters as a genuiné expression of the 
jews of their constituents, with the result that 
he house especially—all of its members seek 
e-election this year—began trembling in its 
litical boots and is about ready to betray the 
ational defense program for the sake of what 
they believe will be re-election votes in the 
ppsious districts. 3 

As a matter of practical fact, if the con- 
zréssmen only had a better understanding of 
the temper and the wishes of the people, a 
arge majority of the voters favor the military 
waining bill, are anxious to see it passed as 
yuickly as possible and will bitterly resent those 
men, senators or representatives, whose votes 

ay defeat it. 

‘The trouble is that organized pacifist 
roups, isolationists, appeasers are able to send 

any letters to congressmen, while the average 
oter, unorganized and with faith in his rep- 
esentatives, mever thinks of writing a letter 
r sending a wire to Washington expressing his 
views. . 

The Gallup poll has shown that not only a 
najority of all the people, but a majority of 
Ihe younger men who would be subject to the 

nilitary draft if it became law, approve the 
rill. 

Dependence upon voluntary enlistment has 
yeen shown, time and again, to be utterly un- 
atisfactory in the raising of an army. The 
juota of volunteers asked of the nation for the 
Spanish-American war, although less than 
100,000, has never been filled. 

Those who preach the doctrine that volun- 
ary service is the best way to raise an army, 
gnore the dangerous delay involved, shut their 
‘yes to the injustices and the undesirable work- 
ngs upon emotion of a “brass band” recruit- 
ng campaign. They. never think of all the 
ruelties and tragedies that come when a na- 
ion gives itself to the task of begging, shaming 
r inducing its youth to volunteer for armed 
ervice. They don’t realize the ignominy of the 
white feather’ method of recruiting. 

Every intelligent man knows, today, that 
any months of rigorous training are required 
9 miake a modern soldier. The few days, or 
ours, permitted when an enemy at last at- 
acks, only permit the herding of Nelpless 
uman sheep for the slaughter. 

Likewise, everyone knows that the only fair 
ad democratic way of creating an army, is by 
slective draft. This permits selection of only 
hose without dependants, physically fit and 
f proper age for the service. It is fair to 
Sveryone, rich and poor alike, and it creates an 
Srmy consonant with the nation itself.

Machiavellian Simplicity 
There is a devilish simplicity about the 
methods used by Germany to strip the con- 


-quered countries of food and other products. 


It is so simple, yet so subtle, that the average 
man, the workers of all classes, rarely under- 
stand or realize what is going on. 

The Germans simply compel the conquered 
nations to inflate their corrency. The most 
recent example is in France. French banks are 
forced to accept the German paper mark at a 
rate of 20 francs. These German notes are, 
at best, worth about only eight francs. The 
Germans can print an unlimited quantity, thus 
at no cost to themselves they come in posses- 
sion of French francs. One result already re- 
ported from Paris is that German soldiers, of- 
ficials, their wives and families are stripping 
the shops of silk stockings and hundreds of 
other articles not now obtainable in Germany. 

By ‘thus inflating the currency of each con- 
quered country, Germany, simply by running 
her printing presses, buys whatever goods she 
wants at no cost to herself. 

While the conquered population, being paid 
in its own currency, doesn’t realize what is go- 
ing on. A little later, of course, prices will sky- 
rocket and the contents of a worker’s pay en- 
velope will be insufficient to procure the bare 
necessities of life. The conquered workers will 
have to work harder and longer in order to 
subsist and thus, quickly and without the 
knowledge of most of the victims, the Nazis 
will reduce the people they have wantonly 
attacked to the physical status of slaves, which 
they are already if they but knew. 

It is not only the conquered nations which 
are subject to this insidious method of eco- 
nomic attack. Recently the Spanish govern- 
ment gave the contract for printing an issue 
of new Spanish currency to a German firm. 
That firm simply filled the order and then 
proceeded to print another huge supply of the 
paper money, to be used by Germans in buying 
Spanish supplies. In brief, a nation turns to 
forgery, just like any common, individual crim- 
inal. 

Which is not so surprising when the list 
of crimes perpetrated by the Nazi government 
is remembeged and contemplated. 


A Veteran Retires 
On Tuesday afternoon another veteran loco- 
motive engineer doffed his overalls and greasy 
gloves and retired to “private life.” 
He is Guy H. Conley, 69, who started rail- 
roading as a fireman exactly 50 years ago. For 
years he has held the throttle of the Southern 


|. railway’s crack Ponce de Leon. 


The railroads adopted a policy some years 


7 ago of retiring—with pay—the veterans of the 


service. Fine! 
plenty. 

It is good that the railroad understood that 
Guy Conley, even at 69, was an efficient engi- 
neer, on the job, making schedules, delivering 
the goods. Why not? A modern locomotive 
doesn’t demand brute strength, but brains. 

It is good, too, that Mr. Conley, like a faith- 
ful old horse, has been turned out to pasture. 
To kick up his heels if he feels so inclined. To 
sleep late of mornings with no fear of the alarm 
clock clanging his ears or the call boy hammer- 
ing on his door. 

But it is a problem what Mr. Conley will 
do with himself. It’s a bet his home is within 
sound of the railroad. It’s a bet that when the 
6:15 is due to go by he will reach for his of- 
ficially checked watch and wonder why the 
train is running 30 seconds late. It’s a bet that 
he will awaken ih the morning hours, listen 
for the wail of the whistle of No. 78, find her 
running on time, turn over and go to sleep 
again. 

Between times Mr. Conley will keep on work- 
ing. He may raise dahlias or breed cats or 
putter around in the garage, building things. 
But it is ten to one he won’t sit still and do 
nothing. 

It’s 20 to 1—with no takers—that Mr. Conley 
will quite often be found down in the Southern 
yards looking over his old locomotive and 
cussing because his successor hasn’t kept her 
up to his 100 per cent standard. And every 
now and then—if he can evade his family— 
he'll be caught deadheading a locomotive ride 
from here to Chattanooga and back.

A MODERN CANUTE. 
(From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 

At least one German, Fritz Thyssen, the steel 
magnate, had the courage to call upon Adolf Hitler 
to turn back from the course that is plunging 
Germany and Europe into hopelessness, ‘bloodshed 


and ruin. His tetters to the -Fuehrer—just pub- 
lished by Life Magazine—are eloquent in their 
patriotism. : 

“Think of the oath you swore at Potsdam to 
uphold the German Constitution,” Thyssen wrote. 
“Give back to the Reich a free parliament. give 
back to the German nation freedom of conscience, 
freedom of thought and freedom of speech.” 

But does Thyssen have the right to protest? 
He was one of those German Nationalists who 
conspired to bring Hitler to power. It was his 
money that jingled in the pockets of Hitler’s 
brown-shirted street fighters. Exiled now and 
stripped of his mines and mills, Thyssen excul- 
pates himself of guilt. His only error, he declares, 
was that he believed in Hitler. But how could he 
have believed in this man and in the spirit of 
Weimar, too? 

Though he writes with the pen of an Isaiah or 
Jeremiah, his letters smack too much of contrition 
at the foot of the gibbet. . No matter how sincere, 
it comes terribly late. He is like King Canute with 
his feet wet in the rising tide as he cries: “Turn 
back, let freedom, right and humaneness rise 
again in the German Reich.” 

It will be a while before the tide ebbs again.

Every official qualified to speak in the 
State, War and Navy departments agrees that a time of grave 
national peril is at hand. The European tragedy quite clearly 
teaches that waiting to prepare defense until war directly threatens 
is the shortest, pleasanest way to disaster. No one is more fully 
aware of this lesson than the President, or more conscious that arms 
without men, which is what we shall have if we do not pass some 
sort of military service measure, are quite as useless as men with- 
out arms. , 

Yet the present bill was originally got up, not by the President 
and his military advisers, but by a group of private citizens headed 
by the New York lawyer and fellow of Harvard, Grenville Clark. 
It was introduced, not by the majority leaders of the house and 
senate or other Democrats acting for the President, but by Repub- 
lican Representative James W. Wardsworth, of New York, and the 
anti-New Deal Democratic senator, Edward R. Burke, of Nebraska, 
and at that time the President showed no signs of being ready to 
bless the bill, or any similar measure. 

The President’s proposal, instead, was for a sort of universal 
service for American youth. He appears to have offered the plan 
without consulting the army authorities in advance. For a number 
of practical reasons, they were unenthusiastic. From the President’s 
critics came a perhaps unmerited chorus of howls of horror. Having 
made his proposal and been shouted down, the President relapsed 
into a prolonged silence. 


SCENES OF THE COMEDY ® Meanwhile, the Burke-Wads- 

worth bill was in the legislative 
mill. Hearings were held. The army’s chief of staff, General 
George C. Marshall, and several of his subordinates took the stand. 
They flatly stated their conviction that, without some sort of uni- 
versal servicee insuring adequate supplies of trained men to the 
national defense, the security of the United States could on longer 
be guaranteed. 

Any really experienced senator knows well, of course, how to 
brush this kind of expert*testimony aside. Isolationists like Sen- 
ators Wheeler, Taft and Vandenberg hinted that the statements by 
Marshall and his staff were colored by a professional deformation— 
by a desire, in fact, to aggrandize the army. Despite the well-

Springs. There today came exhibitors of electrical appliariees, re- 
frigerators, corn shellers, pumps and lighting systems, not to men- 
tion irons, toasters, hair curlers and washers. 

There, too, came politicians, three of the candidates for gover- 
nor and many seeking lesser offices within the gift of the people. 

There, also, came some eight or nine thousand persons, mostly 
farmers. Some 5,000 of the farmer members of the North Georgia 
‘Electrical Membership Corporation. It was their annual member- 
ship meeting which drew the crowd,the displays, the basket lunches, 
the politicians, the stray dogs, small boys and those who were just 
curious, 

The 5,000 farmers, members of a co-operative made possible by 
the Democratic administration and able to obtain electricity for 
their scattered farms only because the government made it Dos- 
sible, include many who completely have electrified their farms, 
and hundreds more who are doing the job. The figures in 1934 
show that less than 3 per cent of the farms in Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Tennessee wer® electrified, as compared with the 
average in the United States of 11 per cent. 

That meant that in those four states one farm in every 35 had 
electricity, while one in every nine was electrified in the rest of 
the nation. Ro 

Within the space of six short years, one of the most striking 
advances in the history of electrical extension has been achieved. 

By the end of 1939 in those four states one farm in every eight 
had electricity, as compared with one in each 35. 

In the United States as a whole, there was an increase of one 
in every four, as compared with one in nine. The greatest increase 
in this country was in the four southern states of Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Tennessee. 

The tremendous increase, the bringing of light and labor-saving 
devices to the farm, serving to make that profession more attrac- 
tive, profitable and desirable, largely. was made possible by three 
factors, the Tennessee Valley Authority, the Rural Electrification 
Administration and the Works Progress Administration, 

Electric rates were reduced in the region of TVA by about 50 
per cent from what they were in 1932. This had the effect of aiding 
rate reductions in other sections. 

The REA already has built 180,000 miles of REA-financed lines 
to serve more than 400,000 farm families in the United States. In 
addition, another 80,000 miles are planned and some lines are under 
construction, 

Not until TVA and the REA came to the assistance of the farmer 
was it possible for electricity to be distributed on the basis it now 
is, serving even isolated farms or sections where there were but 
two or three farms to the mile. 

Within another year REA probably will have brought light and 
modern conveniences to almost 1,000,000 farm families. 

Private industry benefits in the four southern states enumerated, 
Sales of residential appliances have increased from 2,712 units 
valued at $775,000 in 1935 to 15,800 valued at $7,071,000 in 1939. 

This increase in business of more than six millions of dollars in 
sales of electrical appliances all has gone to private business. 

Neither TVA nor REA sells electrical appliances. In those four 
states sales of electric refrigerators have increased within the span 
of four years from 20,000 in 1932 to 79,000 in 1939, This was an 
increase of about 300 per cent, as against an increase of 117 per cent 
for the remainder of the United States. 

A small, one-fourth horsepower motor has been developed by 
TVA engineers. It sells from $5 to $18. It can be plugged in at 
any convenient outlet and made to shell corn, churn, clean eggs, 
grind sausage, and do many other jobs. 


AND IT PAYS Cited to the crowd this afternoon were several 
individual cases in Georgia. 

J. C,. Christian, a member of. this north Georgia association 
which did not have electricity until the Democratic administration 
gave it, installed refrigeration and other equipment and entered 
the Grade A milk business. In his first year the increase in his 
net income amounted to 60 per cent of his investment. 

Mrs. C. C. Harris, at Ranger; Ga., installed electricity for curing 
sweet potatoes. She saved a substantial percentage of potatoes 
usually lost, and sold all the crop at 15 cents more per bushel than 
the going prices. 

According to Director James P. Pope, who spoke here today, 
people in the TVA area saved $8,600,000 on their electric bills during 
last year. 

His report of TVA activities, of unusual interest to Georgia, is 
another story; the TVA already is at work for national defense. 

Aluminum has been discovered and research is on to determine 
if it is present in sufficient amounts to be used in airplane manu- 
facture. They believe it is. 

Work in plastics, woods and in ceramics also play a big part in 
the TVA development.

A Ruinous Drouth 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


When old people despair of tomorrow they usually seek com- 
fort in prayer; when younger ones think the end is near, they more 
frequently discard all moral restraints. This, of course, applies to 
groups rather than isolated individuals. 

The explanation of this wildness is obvious. Life is short at 
best, and those who face death before their time feel cheated of 
their natural due. Their fierce yearning for more life expresses 
itself in an effort to live much in the little time that is left. And 
living means indulging the sharpened appetites of their sense. The 
knowledge that water is scarce increases thirst. 

There was a time when the nobles and aristocrats of France, 
having wasted the nation’s substance in riotous living, realized the 
end of their reign was drawing near. They had reduced the com- 
mon people to starvation and piled up personal debts they never 
could pay, and every passing hqur brought them closer to inevita- 
ble ruin. 

In this extremity they made no sensible effort to escape their 
door. They tried to forget, and their method consisted in wild orgies 
and the most fantastic follies and sensual indulgences. 

“After us the deluge!” they cried. That prophetic slogan was 
good, but what they meant to say was, “Whoopee in our time.” 

The point of all this is the comfort we may find in America’s 
attitude now. In these last hard years there was no evidence of 
despair. The people demanded security, but that demand proved 
they were certain of a future and wished only to make it a better 
one. Even among the poorest there was no evidence ‘of a “curse 
God and die” attitude. 

And now that our outlook is darker than ever before in his- 
tory, there is no tendency to make whoopee and forget. The people 
are grim, but not desperate. And that isn’t an indication of igno- 
rance, but of'a complete and unwavering faith in America. It sim- 
ply doesn’t occur to anybody that any power on earth can defeat 
or enslave this free people,

Perhaps the great military strategists of 
France had dozed a bit over their 1914 military science while the 
youthful experts in Germany were getting their 1940 war machine 
tuned up. It is hard to teach an old dog new tricks. 

There has been considerable comment in this country concerning 
the “softness” of our young men. This commenator fears they have 
gone soft and are not physically fit for military service, and that one 
retorts that our young men were never quite so fit physically as they 
are today. 


My own impression is that men today are practically as fit as were 


our men when we-entered World War I. And a majority of the men 
at that time, if you remember, were physically unfit, that is to say, 


not defective but just soft, flabby, malnourished, from bad habits, | 


bad hygiene or ways of living and the wrong kind of diet. This soft- 


ness was remedied by six months of the wholesome, regulated, dis- | 
ciplined life in training camp. Some millions of youths who went to’ 


camp soft and heading for an early breakdown in health and efficiency 
finished the course of schooling in first class condition to carry on as 
men in the service of their country in war or peace. 

For a while after World War I there was some agitation for better 
education in the common schools, better physical educatien. and out 
of the agitation grew at least some beginnings in that direction. But 
the movement bogged down during the boom that followed the war 
and school children today receive little if any better physica! education 
than school children received a generation ago. 

The recent proposal of a term of compulsory military training for 
all able bodied men meets with the hearty approval of those interested. 
in physical health. Such instruction would be of inestimable benefit 
to every man fortunate enough to receive it, and of course, to the 
welfare of the country, whether our immediate future involves war 
or peace. : 

A great many young men who went from white collar jobs into 
the training camps in 1917 gained ten or twelve pounds in weight
